SUMjyiARY 

1. Two types of personnel will be required for P.W. 

Group - Policy Oriented individuals (officers & 

Govt, officials) 

Group - Skill specialists. 

Group can be trained or obtained; they include 
functional and territorial specialists. Functional goeoxai 
ists are required for 

(a) Media (Radio, Movies, Stage, etc.) 

(b) Analysts, Evaluators, Public Opinion Experos. 

(c) Organizers with special administrative qua^if ^-^'a 
tions for handling the temperamental individuals aeedec 
for P.W. 

The first attention in training should be given to "what is t.it 
common minimum indoctrination everyone in Group "A" must have?*' 

2, Dr, Laswell proposed the following as the Common: iiinlnii 
indoctrination. 

Basic Needs of Group "A" (Policy Oriented Personnel) 
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(a) Have a clear appreciation of U*St ideology, ilnow 
and understand U.S. ideology as well as any C 
agitator or organizer. Know clearly tlie U.3, ideo- 
logical prospectives with U.S. objectives foi socit;ty 
and”what kind of world the U.S, wants?” 

(b) Have a world appreciation of significant inter- 
national and national trends and how these trends 
are affecting U.S. long range objectives. 

(c) A world appreciation of future probabilities and 
how U.S. ideology will meet each probability, 

3, There is a more plausible solution for U.S. ideojogy 
than there is for Marxism or Communism, It is intellectu£.lly 
possible to achieve U.S. aims. Top-grade political warfare is 
needed now. 

4, Experimental seminars on P.W. should be encouragtd in 
order to locate the individuals who understand the foregoing 
basic needs and who can present ”in words” the answers to tne 
problems. Such answers must be acceptable to U.S. political 
leadership. Discussions should center on, ^problems of a freer 
society vs. totalitarianism”, 

5, Dr. Laswell was very convincing that a P.W. agency 
required experts who understood U.S, ideology and had special 
qualifications for explaining it to others. The Subcommittee 
adjourned to consider Dr, Larjwell* s suggestions at a latej’ 
meeting. 
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PRESENTATION 

Referring to the two major groups of personnel requii’ed 
for Psyoliological Warfare — policy personnel and shilled 
specialists — the question posed by Dr* Laswell was* ’hvliat 
needs to be done to accomplish training by special educatxone± 
media, directed by responsible persons'?" 

"Most shills", he said, "exist in our society; urainxng 
in the use of instruments of power* But there is no miniiaum 
flow of indoctrination of orientation, and such minimum indoc- 
trination for psychological warfare is required by everyo le 
from top to bottom." 

"If this is clear as a general posing of the problem’, 

Dr. Laswell said, "I thinh that it emphasizes the point tnat 
the educational program needs to be guided by an inventorr of 
the existing flow of specialist and policy people that fit the 
bill. I thinh that we would all agree that, at the presexit 
time, there is no minimum orientation that is generally Enared 
throughout the government and private agencies. I thinh we 
would all agree that most of the Jobs of shilled specialization 
are being- tahen care of by the organized activities of our 
society. The basic Job of this education program is to 
out how to transmit the minimum orientation. IVhat basic way 
do we need? On this I would say the answer is thot we need 
people who are as clear about our ideologies as any produced 
by our potential enemies. This means that we need to devise 
an educational experience which will clarify our objectives uf 
a society. What hind of a world do Americans want? We need 
to be as clear as we can on the ansv/er to that question; v^e 
need to 'have a world view of historic trends affecting these 
objectives and a world view of future potentialities. 

"When we meet a well instructed communist, we have all 
doubtless been impressed by the fact that we have tahen cur 
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own ideology for granted, and there is likely to he a little 
fumbling; it is quite likely to dissolve in a testimony m-^etinz* 
Our problem and our Job is to get people lined up who undirstaai 
the first objeotive of our society, which is a relatively easy 
thing to deal with; where Americans are sadly lacking is in a 
world view of trends and possibilities, which is not the sort of 
thing we are likely to get in our schools and colleges. One dT 
the great problems we have in political education at this level 
for psychological warfare is to clarify for people the signifi- 
cant historic trends of this epoch and the potentialities as tn= 
affect the future - to work it out so that we are compete itlv- 
prepared to deal with each one of the competing ideologlei; 
that we may meet and reject. The Marxian point of view purports 
to give a comprehensive picture of our time and of the peiding 
historic changes. A skillful person can present this in ^uch 
a way as to seem to give a plausible account of the ninetr^enth 
and twentieth centuries, and a plausible forecast of the future. 
If we are going to meet these people as intellectual Gupericre, 
we have to have a more comprehensive picture of world historic 
events involved in the view of where the world is taking us. 

Do we, at the present time, have the resources of personnul ana 
ideas to do that Job? I would put a very high priority in t.irns 
of the equipment of our policy oriented people on training sioua 
tions where trainees can receive this kind of orientation. Unce 
you have a sense of what the trends are and why it is that it is 
plausible for us not only to espouse our worthy purposes out 
to have a strong chance of putting them across, you nave a 
foundation for policy orientation courses. 

^’What are the moral purposes that we are interested in? 
What does America look like to an outsider? How is it possible 
to clarify our purpose as clearly as possible and to clarify 
the probability that it will win over any other point of view? 

We must be in a better position than any potential opposition 
to. the American point of view to clarify our trainees on bhest 
points. 
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In the Subcommittee dlaoussion, the question was aeisf^d 
whether our higher education will produce any quantity of the 
individuals needed for these purposes. Dr. Laswell repli' d 
that while our colleges are turning our good material; so I'ar 
as the world situation is concerned they are still doing n 
rather meagre Job. People hiive been caught up in the nin':teeni:li 
century process of being specialized more and more on tiny 
problems. The President's Committee on Higher Education was 
supposed to do something along this line but Dr. Laswell con- 
fessed to reservations about the possibility of any committee 
of educators doing the job effectively. What we are conc-'rnea 
with is the moral basis of our policy. Unless one is ind ivici- 
ually clearly equipped with the tools to do this sort of uhii-Hi 
or to find the x^eople who will do it, Dr. Laswell feels we would 
be working with an unnecessary handicap. The problems of 
psychological political warfare that are interesting to a-Lc.rt 
mind are the problems of a free society in competition wiLn an 
unfree society. The American point of view is that you nned a 
lot of diversity and structure in order to keep a balance, .-n 
approaching this problem, the great need is for experimental 
seminars to find out who is adaptable to this Job. 

In his second discussion, Dr. Laswell pointed out thut 
psychological warfare is only valuable if it is part of an 
integrated set of operations, integrated with the instruiientg ci 
destruction, economy and diplomacy: a coordination of words, 

weapons, goods, and deals. In order to provide an approach go 
instruction from this point of view,, there is a great need of 
case materials expressly to show past situations and hypothetical 
futures. These should be prepared by people who can ootain suci^ 
case materials by effective interviews; competent people who rai. 
ask the right questions. Nc model case studies of this lind ait; 
now in print* For instance, such studies should, in re lotion 
to psychological warfare, provide background material on the 
period up to invasion, the actual invasion and successivt pha^t 
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of liberation. Information on these aspects has not yet been 
directly obtained. The current trend is to prepare each ont of 
these operations in relation to the whole. After such Ci.se 
materials have been provided, a method of approach can be deciried 
- such as, chalk talks, movies and so forth. 

Dr. Laswell indicated that an off the cuff estimate - 
hunch“ - would be that a thorough interviewing job of relevant 
people, plus necessary reading and travel would take one aooi 
researcher about three months* 
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
